COO EATERS. 

How to Break Chickens ot This 
Habit. 

Habit Spreads Rapidly In flocks 
Unless Promptly Checked. 

With an experience of several 
years as a poultry breeder. I have 
discovered numerous faults and 
vices in chickens. 

The e^tr-eating habit is one of 
the worst vices that can ever creep 
into a Hock of fowls, and when 
once started in a Hock spreads so 
•liiickly. from fowl to fowl that 
measures must be prompt and ef- 
fective or a great loss of profit will 
be sustained, and more especially 
so if occurring during the breed- 
ing season. 

The most important causes which 
lead to egg eatiny; are. excluding 
soft-shelled eggs, the dropping of 
an egg or eggs in the run and the 
hens picking at them: the break- 
ing of an egg in the nest or an egg 
being left to freeze or burst, 
now 1 1 a hit is FORMED. 

Whether it is natural or not for 
some hens to eat eggs I cannot say. 
The habit once formed may be 
broken up. We take a case which 
we know. Some few years ago 
there were eighty-live white Ply- 
mouth Kock I. ens or pullets run- 
ning on free range and were hous- 
ed in a large building with tight 
nest attached on the outside of 
building and on the ground with 
opening! leading into each nest 
separately. As these nests were 
convenient to set hens in, several 
were used for this purpose. Hut 
when the setting hen and her brood 
were removed all the egg pippings 
were not removed, which Started 
the hens to scratch in Q6W mate- 
rial, accidentally breaking some 
eggs, which were quickly eaten. 

The damage had been done, and 
the entire Hock were soon devel- 
oped into egg caters. 

So anxious were those hens in 
their desire for egg- thai the egg 
yield soon dropped below one dozen 
a day. and when oiieof them would 
go in to lay the bunch would stand 
around the door wailing, and some 
more impatient than the rest would 
crowd under the layer looking 
for the egg. and if it was there- 
would drive their beak into it. 
These nests were closed and dark 
nests tried, but with no avail. 
Then the following was adopted: 

A box 10 inches wide, 14 long 
and .". high was made. Over the 
top of this was tacked a piece of 
burlap, allowing it (0 slope nicely 
all around toward the center, where 
I cut an opening large enough for 
an egg to roll through, and under 
this 1 placed a board well padded 
with burlap diagonally from the 
upper back end to the lower front 
end. Thus when the egg rolled 



through it rolled to the front end 
of the box out of sight. 

CLAN PREVENTS WOO EATING. 
The board is not nailed on tight, 
hat with one nail on each side, so 
it works on a hinije to permit rais- 
ing the box to get the egg. < her 

this box. was set and slightly tacked 

another of same size. Then the 
box was set in suitable place for 
hens to lay in. You can see at a 
glance that the nest prevented egg 
eating, as the egg disappeared im- 
mediately when excluded. 

As to feather eating. This habit 
is moat generally formed when the 
birds are growing chicks, getting 
their plumage. As they moult 
two sets of feathers before they 
have their permanent plumage 
there is a continual exposure of 
tender pin feathers, which are 
broken and rendered bloody with 
the slightest damage. Lice on 
growing chicks causes them to tear 
and break their own plumage. 
Overcrowding the growing stock 
and not letting them out until late 
in the morning, thus causing them 
to [lick at each other for the want 
of something else to do is also the 
cause of this bad habit. — Lexing- 
ton Herald.
